Aid that Democratic elem en ts have

But for the future the diplom ats 
made n o defin ite prediction s. 
The two Freshm en con g ressm en 
made the roun d of embassies of sev­ 
en coun tries livin g un der th e Red 
shadow. With a reporter alon g , they 
also in terviewed diplom ats from Po­ 
lan d, Yug oslavia, Roman ia, H un g ary 
an d Bulg aria. 
Con vin ced of Stan d 
They said they cam e away con ­ 
vin ced: 
1 That “cooperation with Com­ 
mun ists mean s capture by Com m un ­ 
ists." 
J, That "n o am oun t of econ omic 
aid alon e can keep Russia out,” an d 
hen ce the M arshall plan m ust be 
reinforced with m ilitary allian ces. 
TTiey ag reed th a t the satellites 
an d their represen tatives here are 
in “deadly fear" of Russia an d are 
“compelled as a practical m atter to 
be frien dly." 
They saw Dr. Jutila just before 
Russia made her move for a n on ­ 
ag g ression pact w ith Fin lan d. They 
loun d him more outspoken than 
most of the other diplom ats, but he 
gave n o direct an swer when K ersten 
asked: 
“Is it possible 
th a t som ethin g 
similar to what is happen in g in 
Oechoslovakia m ig ht take place in 
Pin lan d?” 
“The Czech situation is more se­ 
vere,” he replied. “I thin k the Czechs 
me mostly an ti-Com m un its. Demo­ 
cracy in Fin lan d is 8 00 years old 
an d is stron g . We believe th a t every 
man is as g ood as an other or a 
bide tetter.” 
A few min utes earlier, however, 
he had said: 
“We have n ot & real iron curtain . 
We can speak freely an d publish 
freely. I can ’t say how it will be In 
n ear future." 
A rug g ed m an in his fifties, Ju- 
tila spoke g ood En g lish w ith an 
accen t. 
Slavik, former cabin et m in ister 
an d veteran diplom at, was m ore re­ 
served an d obviously disturbed. 
‘It is very difficult to talk in the 
lig ht of developmen ts, to say an y­ 
thin g defin ite,” he rem arked. 
Fear Rise of Germans 
But he did say his coun try still 
reg ards German y as the chief h a u­ 
ler an d is fearful the M arshall plan 
mig ht result 
in 
rebuildin g 
G er­ 
man y's war power. 


“If Germ an y would be in a posi­ 
tion ag ain to be a stron g dan g er 
to the peace,” he said, "we would 
be the first victims, because amon g 
Germ an s there is a very stron g 
feelin g ag ain st Czechoslovakia.” 
An swerin g a q uestion , Slavik said 
his coun try offers the outstan din g 
ex ample In Europe of the attem pt 
to m ake democracy an d Commun ism 
work side by side. 
K ersten in q uired: 
"Do you thin k th at in an y other 
coun try, say Fran ce or Italy, where 
the Commun ists Jiave g ain ed sub­ 
stan tial con trol of parts of the 
g overn men t, it would be possible for 
democracy an d commun ism to work 
side by side, or will they come to 
the situation you have in Czecho­ 
slovakia?” 
"Certain ly I thin k there ia possi­ 
bility of cooperation , especially on 
n tern al problems,” Slavik respon ded. 
He said th at "certain ly" there 
can be cooperation on the con tin en t 
between American an d Soviet in ter­ 
ests but th a t each coun try m ig ht 
have to retreat a bit. 
K ersten also asked Jutila: 
"Are you able to g et alon g an d 
cooperate w ith the Com mun ists?” 
Jutila: “We are workin g w ith the 
Commun ists, yes.” 
K ersten : "Are the Commun ists the 
most powerful party in Fin lan d to­ 
day?” 
Jutila: "Oh, n o. The Commun ists 
have on ly 20 to 25 percen t.” 
K ersten : "Would you say th at 
there is a tren d toward more con ­ 
trol for the Com mun its?” 
Jutila: “I can ’t say. The election 
n ex t July will tell.” 
Jutila told the con g resmen 8 0 per­ 
cen t of the Fin n ish people are for 
the M arshall plan —“If they could 
decide." He said his Presiden t fa ­ 
vored the plan a t first, too. He 
added: 
"Then the Russian m in ister said 
if Fin lan d is participatin g * in the 
M arshall plan it would be hostile 
to Russia an d th at was stoppin g it. 
Keepin g up frien dly relation s w ith 
Russia is a most im portan t m atter 
n ow. 
"If we can ’t have the M arshall 
plan , we will have to try other 
m ean s.” 
He said the state departm en t has 
been soun ded out on an other loan 
but th a t the departm en t thoug ht 
other n ation s should be aided first.

March 3—“The al­ 
co ho lic can be helped and is wo rth 
helping,” Dr. E.J. Hu mphreys, acting 
mental hygiene co mmissio ner, said 
to day. 
Ohio ’s pro blem drinkers, he said, 
will be co nsidered at a two -day 
sympo siu m o pening here March 22. 
He anno u nced a pro gram inclu ding 
talks by natio nal and state au tho ri­ 
ties o n the alco ho lism pro blem. 
Describing it a pu blic pro blem, 
the co mmissio ner listed the fo llo w­ 
ing “co mmo n misbeliefs” abo u t al­ 
co ho lism: A 
’Alco ho l is the cau se o f alco ho l­ 
ism. 
’Dru nkenness and alco ho lism are 
the same thing. 
‘Alco ho lism is o ften inherited. 
‘Mo st alco ho lics co me fro m the 
lo west so cial strata. 
“Once a dru nk always a dru nk. 
“It never co u ld hap p en to me." 
Dr. Hu mphreys listed the fo llo wing 
as “pro ven facts: 
’Alco ho lism is a disease and the 
alco ho lic is a sick perso n. 
“As a disease, alco ho lism can 
strike anywhere. 
“All alco ho lics exhibit dru nken­ 
ness bu t many who gee dru nk are 
no t alco ho lics. 
“Mo st alco ho lics hate liq u o r, hate 
drinking, hate the taste, hate the 
resu lts and hate themselves fo r 
su ccu mbing bu t they co ntinu e to 
drink in o rder to alleviate the p ain 
o f their existence, in o rder to be 
able to go o n living at all. 
"This pro blem is a pu blic health 
pro blem and a pu blic respo nsibility

Turning to Russia, ap rop os of my 
insistence that the Soviet govern 
men! must be consulted regarding 
any p lan tor Germany he said: 
"In regard to the Soviet govern 
ment, tt is true that we have no 
idea as yet what they have in mind 
but we have to remember that in 
their occupied territory they will 
do more or less as they wish We 
cannot afford to get Into a poai 
tion of merely recording p rotests on 
our p art unless there b some chance 
of some of the p rotests being 
heeded. 
"I do not intend by tlus to break 
off or delay negotiations with the 
Novtet government over Lend-Lease 
either on the control 
ba sis or on 
the p rop osed Fourth Protocol basfe. 
This, however, does not immed­ 
iately concent the German indus­ 
trial future .** 
My conversation with the Presi­ 
dent on Oct, 1 had obviated the 
need to tak e any action on hb 
memorandum 
This biter showed 
me. however, the tine of thought he 
had been p ursuing 
In his mind 
the future of Britain was link ed in­ 
versely with the future of Germany. 
Britain needed to get hack her 
exp ort trade after the war. but he 
felt that she could not do so if 
Germany were p ermitted to develop 
an extensive exp ort trade in com- 
p etition. 
Therefore he embraced

cations, press, and p rop aganda. He 
agreed with our suggestion that no 
decision siumiU be tak en on the 
possible p artition of Germany. 
With regard to our section on 
economic objectives, he said! "I 
should lik e to discuss thb with the 
State dep artment in regard to some

I agree with it 
in p rincip le, but I do not k now 
what p art of It means. Much of 
thb sub-head is dep endent on what 
we and the Allies find when we 
get into Germany—and we are not 
there yet," 
Morgenthau Persistent 
THE IDEAS my associates and 1 
had stated in the memoranda of 
Sep t. 4 and 39, to which the War 
dep artment 
generally 
subscribed, 
and to which Britain and Russia 
later agreed, became to some degree 
those that were carried out when 
Germany was occupied. 
Nevertheless, Morfjenthau did not 
cease to p ress his p hilosop hy of 
crushing Germany to the dust, and 
hi* idaaa had an adverse effect on 
the Allied p rogram for that coun­ 
try. resulting In a more drastic 
p lan than what we had in mind at 
the State Dep artment p rior to my 
resignation,

Stimson informed me that the 
President was frank ly staggered at 
hearing these sentences and said 
that he had up idea how he could 
have initialed the memorandum 
and that he had evidently done so 
without much thought 
In any event, the President, after 
my conversation with him, ceased 
to embrace Morgenthau'» ideas on 
Germany. 
Three week s after my 
memorandum of Sep t 39 he sent 
me a reply dated Oct. 10 which he 
began by saying: "I think it is all 
very well for us to mak e all k inds 


of p rep arations for the treatment 
of Germany but there are some 
matters in regard to such treat 
ment that lead me to believe that 
speed on these matter* la not an 
essential at the p resent moment 
It may be in a week , or it may be 
in a month, or it may be several 
months hence, 
I dislik e mak ing 
detailed p lans for a country which 
we do not yet occupy,** 
He said he agreed with our p ro­ 
p osals for the de-militarisation of 
Germany and suggested they in 
elude everything having to do with 
aircraft. He was In hearty agree­ 
ment" with our p rup osab for the 
dissolution of the Nasi p arty and 
its affiliated organisations, and for
